FOOTBALL  AND  THE  EURO- 
PEAN WAR 

x\fter  violent  lamentations  and 
complaints  in  the  British  newspap- 
ers of  the  serious  calamity  in  which 
the  English  national  sport,  foot- 
ball, is  throwing  the  nation  during 
these  troublesome  days,  Parliament 
with  all  its  austerity,  was  obliged 
to  thrash  the  subject  further,  and 
was  recently  busily  engaged  in  a 
controversy  over  football.  The 
British  patriots  are  condemning 
"football"  as  being  the  cause  of  the 
failure  of  volunteers  for  the  hor- 
rible "football"  game  now  waging 
on  the  European  continent.  The 
sound  and  healthy  English  football 
plavers,  as  well  as  the  fans,  are 
stubbornly  denounced  as  being 
non-patriotic  an,d  .  as  sacrificing 
the  country  for  pecuniary  gains. 

The  Brrti-sh  parliament  is  now  in 
the  course  of  revising  a  scheme 
whereby  the  football  players  with 


all  their  vigor,  self-sacrifice  and 
determination  would  enlist  and  play 
in  the  European  game  of  war 
which  is  being  contended. 

We  would  scarcely  condemn  the 
football  player  for  not  wanting  to 
play  the  game  abroad.  In  truth, 
we  would  rather  tackle  a  two-hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounder  lullback 
cannon  ball  from  a  German  ho- 
witzer, and  would  rather  plunge  a 
line  of  stubborn  guards  than  plunge 
a  mined  trench.  We  would  rather 
•endeavor  a  run  around  the  Tight 
end  of  "Percy  Haughton's  Har- 
vard eleven"  than  a  run  or  flank- 
ing movement  against  the  right 
end  of  Von  "Kluk"  in  the  "foot- 
ball" game  on  the  European  con- 
tinent. 

It  is  true,  however,  that  jfoot- 
ball  is  also  a  dangerous  game. 
Never  has  a  season  passed  .without 
a  casulty  list.  Injuries  and  even 
death  are  occasionally  the  fate  of 
football  warriors.  Statistics  claim 
the  major  portion  of  a  fraction 
of  one  per  cent,  in  both  injured  and 
killed  as  the  results  of  gridiron 
sports.  Yet  we  would  rather  take 
a  chance  in  being  included  in  the 
fraction  of  one  per  cent,  than  in 
the  fifty  per  cent,  casualty  list  that 
the  game  of  war  demands. 

We  can  hope  and  even  may  hope, 
perhaps,  without  infringing  upon 
our  neutrality  proclamation,  that 
the  British  parliament  secures 
means  of  enticing  and  persuasion 
for  the  football  player  and  fan,  but 
we  would  be  reluctant  in  denounc- 
ing him  as  non-patriotic  and  with- 
out self-sacrifice.

The  best  football  team  in  the 
history  of  Farm  School  closed  its 
successful  season  by  winning  four 
games  out  of  six.

The 
teams  were  evenly  matched  as  to 
weight  and  size,  but  Farm  School 
had  more  speed. 


On  November  3rd,  Farm  School 
met  the  hardest  team  ever  sched- 
uled in  its  history  of  football,  the 
Temple  University  squad.  Though 
the  predictions  as  to  the.  outcome 
were  of  such  a  nature  that  it  ought 
to  scare  our  team  off  the  field, 
however  our  boys  lined  up  against 
their  opponents,  who  outweighed 
us  43  pounds  to  the  man,  and  held 
them  down  to  a  13  to  6  defeat.  It 
was  an  easy  pill  to  swallow,  as  this 
game  really  established  our  long 
sought-for  reputation.

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THE    NINETEEN-FOURTEEN 
TEAM

The  1914  football  team  was  the 
greatest  Farm  School  has  ever 
turned  out,  even  eclipsing  the  rec- 
ord of  the  great  1913  team.  Play- 
ing the  hardest  schedule  of  games 
any  Farm  School  team  has  ever 
had  to  contend  with,  it  rolled  up 
248  points  to  its  opponents  20,  and 
won  four  of  its  six  games,  losing 
two  by  very  close  scores,  with 
teams  far  above  its  class.         , 

Farm  School's  overwhelming  de- 
feats of  all  the  high  schools  which 
they  played,  and  their  close  con- 
tents with  Perkiomen  Seminary 
and  Temple  University,  prove  that 
Farm  School  has  fought  its  way 
from  the  high  school  class,  and 
through  hard  and  consistent  play- 
ing, reached  the  level  of  the  best 
prep,   schools. 

Although  the  outlook  for  a  «-ood 
team,  at  the  beginning  of  the  sea- 
son was  very  discouraging-,  as  the 
entire  backfield  quartet  of  the  1013 
team  was  lost  to  us,  by  graduation, 
the  team  slowly  but  surely,  mould- 
ed itself  into  the  most  efficient 
machine  that  has  ever  represented 
T^rm  School  on  *he  gridiron. 
What  they  lacked,  and  a  great  deal 
it  was,  in  weight,  they  made  up  in 
speed  ■  and  spirit,  and  by  virtuaHv 
<=weepinp  their  heavier  opponents 
from  their  feet,  paved  the  wav  to 
touchdowns  and  victorv.  The  team 
achieved  that  manner  of  play  for 
wMclr  all  teams  strive,  but  few 
nl-tnin — that  condition  of  perfect 
team  work  and  interference,  elveen 


men  working  as  One.  It  was  this 
factor,  and  not  the  factor  of  in- 
dividual stars,  that  accounted  for 
Farm  School's  great  team  in  1914. 
Captain  Semel,  George  and  Kauf- 
man, were  the  greatest  ground 
gainers  for  Farm  School  through- 
out   the    entire    season. 

CAPTAIN  SEMEL  was  every- 
thing  a  captain  should  be.  He  was 
one  of  the  most  dependable  men 
on  the  team  to  run  the  ball,  being 
fast  on  his  feet,  holding  them  when 
knocked,  and  going  into  every- 
everything  with  an  irresistable 
smash.  Changed  from  right  end, 
which  position  he  played  last  year, 
to  right  half,  he  did  not  have  as 
many  opportunities  to  receive  the 
forward  pass  this  year  as  last  year, 
but  whenever  in  a  position  to  get 
into  this  play,  he  always  was  a 
sure  receiver  of  the  ball.  On  the 
defensive  he  was  the  backbone  of 
our  secondary  defence,  being  at  the 
bottom  of  every  play.  Not  only  for 
his  sensational  running  of  the  ball. 
and  his  stonewall  defence — not 
not  onlv  for  his  qualifications  as  a 
o-reat  nlaver  individually,  but  for 
his  command  of  the  team  he  was 
respected  and  admired  by  all.  This 
was  his  third  vear  on  the  team. 

NUSSBAUM,  left  end,  played  a 
<=tar  wme.  He  was  a  consistent 
star  throughout  the  entire  season. 
Hts  end  was  impregnable.  He 
could  wieigle  through  $h&  Inter- 
ference and  nail  the  man  with  the 
ball  every  time.  On  the  offensive 
he  was  good  in  interference,  and  a 
perfect  in  receiving  the  forward  1 
passes.  A  fast  man  in  getting  down 
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the  held,  he  nailed  the  opposing 
quarter  every  time  we  punted. 
Most  of  his  success  was  due  to  the 
way  in  which  he  followed  the  hall. 
At  Southern  he  recovered  two 
fumbles  and  ran  the  length  of  the 
field  for  touchdowns.  He  also  man- 
aged the  team,  and  did  very  credit- 
ably. This  was  It's  second  year  on 
the  team. 

GEORGE,  fullback,  played  an 
all-round  brilliant  game.  The 
heaviest  man  in  the  bazkneld,  he 
was  possessed  of  that  grit  and 
punch  which  made  him  the  man  to 
be  called  on  in  the  pinches.  And 
he  always  made  good.  He  also 
helped  heave  the  forward  passes, 
and  did  the  punting.  Although  his 
punts  were  not  as  long  as  alwavs 
desirable,  they  were  high  and  well 
directed,  and  he  never  got  flutter- 
ed when  the  line  broke  before 
him  He  received  and  gave  some 
awful  rumi^hment  durin°"  the  sea- 
son, esneeiallv  in  the  Perkiomen 
prmie.

HELFAND,  who  played  left 
tackle  at  the  beginning  and  left 
half  toward  the  end  of  the  season, 
was  a  seasoned  player,  and  showed 
it.  At  tackle  he  played  his  usual 
gutty,  fast  game,  and  although  his 
playing  at  left  half  did  not  come 
up  to  that  on  the  line,  he  showed 
up  very  creditably,  not  so  much  in 
advancing  the  ball  as  in  showing 
interference.

NEWS    OF   THE    FARM 


Ten  barrels  of  sour  krout  have 
been  put  away  for  selling  purposes 
and  for  the  boarding  department. 
The  roads  leading  to  the  different 
farms  have  been  put  into  shape. 
About  one  thousand  heads  of  cab- 
bage have  been  sold  at  retail. 

Farm  No.  3  has  had  a  success- 
ful vear  with  all  their  marketing 
produce.  For  the  past  month  we 
sold  125  chickens,  11  geese,  50 
ducks,  600  gallons  of  cider  has 
been  sold  at  17  cents  a  gallon.  We 
have  350  gallons  on  hand,  of  which 
250  is  to  be  sold  for  vinegar.  Three 
carloads  of  hay  have  been  shipped 
to  Philadelphia. 


The  milk  yield  at  Farm  No.  J 
is  increasing,  the  fodder  has  been 
shredded,  and  the  boys  are  doing 
general    repairing    on    the    farm. 

Carnations  are  doing  nicely.  All 
Faster  plants  look'  "very  promising. 
We  have  sold  2000  to  Philadel- 
phia. There  is  a  large  demand  for 
our  nursery   stock. 

The  poultry  should  be  looked 
over  now,  and  all  pullets  and  hens 
intended  for  breeding  purposes 
should  be  penned  up,  and  all  culls 
should  be  sold.  It  is  very  unprofit- 
able to  keep  pullets  who  are  not 
of  the  desired  type. 

To  draw  crops  from  the  soil  is 
like  mining  it,  and  when  all  the 
wealth  .has  been  exhausted  and' 
nothing  put  back,  the  land  becomes 
worthless.  It  should  therefore  be- 
come a  practice  on  all  farms,  to 
conserve  all  manures  made  and  re- 
turn it  to  the  land.
